GALLATIN, Mo., Dec. 41.—One of MM 


foulest crimes that ha,i ever blotted th« 
(air name of Daviess County has been 
commuted in the northern part ot th« 
county, near the Gentry 
County line, 


John Gapa-t, and eccentric o'd Irishman, 
who was divoi ced from his wife last June, 
ha<i s nee then lived alon3 in a larg« 
twelve-room residence on his farm neat 
McFall, Mo. In tho divorce suit ha 
charged his wife with infidelity and denied 
the paternity of several childien born to 
tLem. r-'ince the separation he has re- 
ported tliat he has been disturbed by th« 
discharge of fire arms in the vicinity o! 
his re ideuce at night, and has claimed 
that his wife and children have boon try 
inn to drive him out of the country, 
but, owins; ro his numerous vagaries, 
not much attention has baen jiaid to 
what he said.

Minister Taylor ChaU Entertaluloglj of 


the Habits and Ca»tom» or the AfrieHt 
Bepnbllo — A Dark Picture — "Bngg* 
Buggas" and "Driver" Ante. 
"When the. judgment comes I hope Ik 


will begin with Liberia. If it does it will 
be used up before it can go any further." 


These are the words' In which Charlea 


H. J. Taylor, the United States miniate* 
to the African republic, Bummed up bis 
opinion of the littla country on thewtat 
coast. Mr. Tayloi has -ecently returned 
from his station, and baa resigned Us 
mission. As his r'jgignfation does not tak* 
effect until Jan. 11, And as lie is therefore 
still connected with the state department, 
he IB wnry of expressing his opinions. 
Mr. Taylor i3 a colored man of marked 
ability, and has been city attorney at 
Kansas City. He chatted entertainingly 
of tho habits and customs of Liberia. 


"The startling disproportion," lie said, 


"between tho natives And the immigrant* 
and their descendants is not generally 
known. Of the 1,000,000 inhabitants of 
Liberia, 888,000 are natives and 18,000 im- 
migrants. There were 27,000 immigrants 
from America, but, as you see, most of 
them ore dead. They have been going 
over from Amerltv for sixty-six >cnrs, 
and

for 
fifty 
years, 
and 


these figures nidi-ate all 
tlicy have 


accomplished. The civilized are to the 
uncivilized iia one to a hundred. 


"There arc never any children in the 


third generation of immigrant families. 
One reason is tho liunud dampness of the 
country, which imperceptibly, but surely, 
exhausts the btrenxth of all but natives. 
The temperature ranges between &1 and

night, and in the moruliig they will be 
covered with niiJdew. All of the natives 
go nude. Tivo of the tribes are very light 
colored nud pretty. The full dress of the 
men is a (all liutund an umbrella-. Then, 
in general, nil thf uncn ili/.ccl influences 
nro the slron^t'r.
